European papers notably the Independ- 


ent Beige Bays the adoption of the MoKmley 
bill injures the failure of the Chicago 
World's Fair, as it will be a needless and 
bopoloes expanse for Europeans .to send 
their exhibits there. Why, ia cot explained, 
It ia quite evident that in no way can the 
MoKmley bill inorease or decrease tba ex- 
pense of making an exhibit at Chicago in 
1892. The system used at ihs Centennial in 
1876, with regard to exhibits, wilt be the 
same in operation at tbe World's Colum- 
bian Exposition, MoKinley bill or no. I 
seems hardly possible that Europe would 
use as an argument against the passage of 
the new Tariff bill a .threat if it became a 
lav of not lending their exhibits to the 
Chicago Exposition. As (or increased ex- 
pense, it is a bug-bear. 


When exposition articles arrive at the 


Custom House they ure subject to tariff 
dnty an other matter, but to the owner IB 
given a rebate check for the amount, 
which, when the goods are brought back to 
the office after the Exposition, on their 
return to Europe, will oall for the ent re 
amount. 


THE LEGISLATIVE TICKET. 


The Silver State advocates a non-partisan

the "alliance." The proposed measure 
may set at defiance all the most snored 
canons of accepted finance; it may demand 
the placing of obstacles in the way of trade 
which would ruin cities and depopulate 
the surrounding country; it may advance 
theories of class legislation so wierdly ab- 
surd that their rue re statement is their best 
refutation, but so long as it has the "grange" 
blown in the glass on the bottle, it is cer- 
tain to be accepted ns worthy of the sem- 
blance of acceptance. No "farmers' meas- 
ure," eo dabbed, has been reported ad- 
versely at the present session of Congress. 
Protracted hearings hare been granted to 
the advocates of the most grotesquely 
measures. Solemn inquiries have bc«n put 
regarding the effects of bills which if en- 
acted into laws would have paralyzed trade 
and ruined commerce, and when the farce 
was over the bills have been quietly pigeon 
holed to gather must in the files of tbe 
Senate committee rooms. 


We are so close to an adjournment, that 


a resume of tbe longest session of Congress 
would not be amUs, 


In many respect! this has bee a one of 


the most interesting sessions for many 
years, and the amount of legislative work 
done has been extraordinary. 


I copy from the "Washington Post" the 


fig a res of tbe business done during the 
session, which are as follows: 


"Bills and joint resolutions introduced in 


the House, 12,102; in the Senate, 1,570; or 
a total of 16,972, against 15,598 in the first 
session of tho last Congress, which in tbis 
matter far excelled all previous records. 
Eeports made In the House, 3,215; in the 
Senate, 1,317 (no account being taken in 
(be Senate of other thun written reports). 
Bl'ls passed by tho Honse, 1,292; ot which 
the Senate has passed 819. All except a 
few of these 849 have become laws or are 
awaiting the President's approval. By the 
Senate, 1.100, of which 488 have been sent 
to the President, making a total number of 
about 1,335 acts or laws, against 1,790 for 
the whole of (he last Congress. Of these 
acts, 606 House and 275 Senate bills were 
for pensions to individuals."

Jast before a session closes, many im- 


portant measures hang fire and are natu- 
rally forced over lo the nert session. 
From appearances, one of these is the bill 
to relieve the Supreme Court of ths United 
Stales by establishing an intermediate 
Oonrt, -which is now in conference between 
tbe two bouses. 
It is gaid among tbe 


knowing ones that extraordinary conditions 
will govern the first of the second session 
of Congress. The Senators on the Repub- 
lican aide of the chomber, it is said, liave 
pledged themselves to vote on a proposi- 
tion to change the rules that govern that 
body for the express purpose of making 
.possible the passage of the Federal Elec- 
tion Bill, which was shelved by benotor 
Quay while the Tariff bill was tinder dis- 
cussion. The proposition will no doubt 
meet with whatever abstractive opposition 
tb* Democratic Senators can bring for- 
ward. 


Seven bills were vetoed by the Presi-
